Frank Tieri, also known as Funzie the Frenchman^ 

68 Bay 28th Street, Brooklyn, New York, allegedly is the head 
of the Genovese "family" of the La Cosa Nostra (I^N). Tieri*s 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) number is 4372673* He 
allegedly is involved in gambing, .shylocking, and other illegal 
activities. 

The files of the New York Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) reflect that when Prank Tieri was inter- 
viewed by the FBI, he, claimed to have been bom. February 22 , 

1904, at Naples, . Italy, and that he entered the United States 
with his mother, father, and two sisters in 1911 * 

The files of the United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS), reflected that Tieri entered 
the United States at New. York City on October, 22, 1911^ 
aboard the "SS Rochambeau" as Francesco Fieri. He was accompanied 
by his mother, Carmela Tofano, age 37^ sister, Assunta Fieri, 
age l 6 , and Antonetta Fieri, age 2. He was reportedly signed 
into the United States by his uncle, Rafiele Fieri, of New York 
City. His father was identified as Augustini .Tieri, 

It should be noted that the spelling Fieri is 
possibly a mistake as the rest of the INS file carries his 
name as Tieri, All current information contained in INS 
files indicate Tieri ^s date of birth as February 22, 1904, 
and there is no. reference to the last name Fieri, 

Two dates of birth utilized by Tieri in the past have 
been February 22, 1910, and February 22, I 9 OO. 

During a recent interview, Tieri advised that he lived 
for a period of time in Marseilles, France, prior to immigrating 
to the United States, 

Tieri 's birth has not been verified in Naples, Italy,
